present vendor. 
Elihu Yale was born near Boston, Mass., U.S.A., on 
April 5, 1648. His parents returned to England in 
1652, and in 1672 he went to India in the service of 
the East India Company, and gradually rose until he 
became the Governor of Madras. He amassed a large 
fortune, and in 1699 returned to London, where he

lived in princely style and was noted for his great 
liberality. He married the widow of the previous 
Governor of Madras, and left three daughters, the 
eldest of whom married Dudley North, son of Baron 
Guilford, and was the owner of these tapestries. 

In 1718 Cotton Mather invited Elihu Yale to help 
the struggling collegiate school of Connecticut. Yale 
sent over a cargo of books, pictures, and other effects, 
which were sold for the benefit of the university, and 
in gratitude for this gift his name was given to the 
new college building at New Haven, and afterwards, by 
the Charter of 1745, the whole institution was entitled 
‘Vales niverci ty. 

These tapestries belong to a very distinct and well- 
known type, the so-called “ Indian” Tapestries worked 
by Vanderbank, who based his designs largely upon 
the fine Chinese lacquer screens which were then 
coming to England. Two panels signed by Vander- 
bank are at Belton, another panel is in the Victoria 
and Albert Museum, South Kensington, and Horace 
Walpole mentions a tapestry of similar design in the 
sale of the Earl of Ancaster’s effects. In 1698 Vander- 
‘bank was appointed “ yeoman arras worker”’ and in the 
foilowing year he made for the Crown four pieces of 
fine hangings ‘designed after the Indian manner.” 
These were made for the decoration of the With- 
drawing Room at Kensington Palace. Many more 
references could be given, all showing how much the 
Orient was influencing English taste at this period. 
What more natural than that the Ex-Governor of 
Madras should decorate his walls with hangings which 
would so strongly remind him of the Eastern life to 
which he had grown accustomed ?
